„ With two of the presidents of 
tbe USA at the time we 
reached the conclusion that It 
Was good to set those relations 
on a long-term agreement. The 
respective agreement was sign- 
ed — as you to know — In 1875. 

The principles laid dawn In 
that agreement are still valid. 
It stipulates Ihe mutual grant- 
ing of the most-favOuretL-natlon 
clause, but It also stipulates, 
very clearly, (bat the relations 
between the two countries must 
bo based on full equality, res- 
pect for national Independence 
and sovereignty, noninterfer- 
ence in domestic off a Its and 
mutual advantage. 

After the Agreement was 
signed, tbe US Congress added 
an amendment which actually 
llmlte anil runs counter to the 
agreement.

We value all that we havo 
achieved In the yenrs of socia- 
list construction and I think we 
can say that, on the whole, in 
the world, socialism has fully 
demonstrated Its .superiority, 
that it represent* the present 
and future of the entire man- 
kind.

(liniH, ill tile (IMF A, tin* War- 
saw Treaty, In various Joint or- 
ganisms mid commissions. In 
our internal loiml relations in 
general, that a more militant 
picture should bo given lo our 
Inter ii al and International so- 
cialist rmifilriirMun and peace 
policy mid work, 

As concerns the interim lion ft 1 
questions, starting from the fuel 
that fieri ous and complex pro- 
blems pensisi Iii the world, wo 
mind take most resolute action 
and bring all tho forces toge- 
ther lu order to hoIvo them, to 
aehlovo disarmament, nuclear 
first aud roremost, to liquidate 
tho nuclear weapons, for con- 
ventional disarmament i to reduce 
military spending. 1 must sny 
that I was greatly pleased to 
seo that in the international re- 
lations — during this year's 
v tails as well — Romania's po- 
licy of peace, cooperation and 
economic and social develop- 
ment enjoys a high apprecta- 
tion. 

Tills, however, requires (hat 
wo work boiler In domestic as 
well an In foreign mailers, not 
to let down our pooplo and our 
friends abiwid, precisely becau- 
se Ihe aoblevements U) socialist 
construction and the policy of 
each socialist eonntry are In 
effect a direct contribution to 
the general Oft use of progress 
and peace, |o a belter and more 
just world.

An cud mii.sl Indeed ho pul lo 
all out. side intervention an well 
ns to all support to the opposi- 
tion forces ; (ha Afghan peo- 
ple's Independence should be 
observed nnd also Its right to 
solve Its own problems to mako 
sura that It develops ns it wi- 
shes. Our country favours a 
progressive democratic develop- 
ment of Afghanistan on the so- 
cialist path and, ill this spirit, 

Wfl will strengthen our coopo- 
ralion and solidarity with Af- 
ghanistan. 

Wo nko favour s political so- 
lution in Ntem-ngim. We welco- 
me the underway process that 
should end all Intervention of 
tho United Stales of America 
and ensure the people of tha 
Republic of Nicaragua an Inde- 
pendent development on tho 
path of progress.

So ns not to forgot who they wore and how they 
started, the inhabitants of Paftin commune, in the 
ancient Land of Vrancea, stepped into the future by 
setting up a museum. 

The well-known masters of the commune, Nlcoiae 
Stoica, Ion Cintacea, Ion Vfitafu and Hristea Moca* 
nu raised a large and beautiful house of wood on 
a stone socle, with carved balcony and pillars, with 
a whole-hip shingle-roof, with four spacious rooms. 
A house such as never had existed before. 

Gathered and classified rigorously, dated and 
displayed wittingly and tastefully in its rooms were 
objects donated by almost every family in the com- 
mune ■ folk costumes, carpets, leather goods, pipes, 
long shepherd's pipes, vessels made of wood and 
ceramics, centurresold pieces of furniture, tools of 
all kinds. The exhibits would have been worthy of 
any museum In Romania. However, the locals de- 
cided to keep them for themselves. Because It was 
only there that they could actually display their full 
scientific, cultural and, last but not least, affeetive 
value. Prado us evidence of the history, costumes 
and traditions of a peasant community. 

No one knows for sure who launched the initia- 
tive of setting up the original peasant museum. But 


everyone contributed to Its achievement. Like many 1 
other villages, at the beginning of the 1970s this 
peasant mountain settlement lying 70 km away from 
Foc;anl reached the turning point of its existence. 
The whole country had fust got under the spell of 
deep economic and social changeovers. Vrancea 
county began to lay out its industrial qreas. Attract- 
ed by the prospect of working and living in town, 
by the numerous advantages held out by urban ci- 
vilization, more than one hundred people had left 
the commune for good. In only a couple of years 
the community decreased by 50 families. 

On its impact with modern life with new occupa- 
tions and living standards the old village Inevitably 
began to disappear. The precious memories of the 
post, the archaic identity of the community had to 
be preserved for the generations to come. 

Few communes In Romania can boast such a 
beautiful museum abundlng In important exhibits 
as the museum of ethnography and art In Paltin. 

But to the locals the house In which their past 
"lived" meant not only the rediscovery of their iden- 
tity, but also a personal way of joining the civillxed 
world. 


THE COMMUNE PUTS 
ON A NEW LOOK 


Shortly afterwards the com- 
mune saw (lie emergence of a 
new political, administrative 
and cultural headquarters. A 
modern ouo-storeyed house with 
rarved wooden balconies and 
pillars and shingle roof, falling 
in line with the local traditio- 
nal peasant architecture. A 


house largo enough to comprise 
the mayor’s office, a house of 
culture, a library aud a post of- 
floe. 

Then tbo people built a dis- 
pensary and a block with 15 
flats for the doctors, professors, 
agronomists and Intellectuals of 
the -commune. In broad lines tho 


initial design was observed. But 
the local constructors did not 
make balconies out of Telnforr- 
ed bam but of sculpted wood 
and over the reinforced eon. 
crete floor of the building they 
raised a wholo-hip roof covered 
with shingles. It matches both 
the local (late and the oliniatc. 
Rain waters and abundant 
snows (as they say. at Tallin 
winter Is two-times longer than 
elsowhcre — It snows from No- 
vember till May) run down 
easier on such a roof.

In riilure years, according to the new development wd 
planning prospects, the Commune Centro will restrict Its 
by 23 ha which will be given hack to agriculture, tlio commune 
growing on tho vertical. Tho walls of several now bulldlnii 
have already appeared : a new post office with long distan- 
ce telephone exchange, a branch of tho credit bank. Also a 
cinema seating 400 and a summer garden will bo built.
